A PATRIOTIC DEMONSTRATION.

father LaielleV. Intiodtictory Kemarks
ami the Xeal Demoobtratlou That Fol-

lowed Inspired the President to Make
a Speech Congressman Sibley Present.

Pi.ati.-.ki-!:- N. Y.t Aug. 10. Presi-
dent Jlclvinley, accompanied by Pri-
vate Secretary Cortelyou, was driven
down to the auditorium ou the grounds
of the Catholic Summer School of
America, at Cliff Haven, on lake
Chainulaiu. American flags were much
in evidence. He was given a warm
greeting by the crowd.

Ab the president entered the Audi
torium the spectators uroie and sang a
song composed for the occasion and set
to the music of Danizotti's "rl Puri-tani.- "

Kev. M. J. Lavelle, president of the
Catholic summer school, introduced
President McKiuley. Father Lavelle's
speech was frequently interrupted by
hearty applause, and when dnriug the
course of his remarks he predicted that
the "many millions of people recently
brought under our protectorate would
nake American citizens as loyal, as
sturdy and as true as those that are
here today," the audience cheered en-
thusiastically.

As president McKinley arose the
audience applauded, cheered, waved
flags, handkerchiefs and parasols until
he made u motion for them to desist,
lie had not intended to speak. But the
warmth of the greeting which was ac-
corded hiui evidently caused him to
change his. mind. He said:
Father Lavelle. JJemler, of the Catholic

Summer behobl. Ladies and Gentlemen:
I had not intended tu say a word, hut I can

not sit in silence in the presence of thin splen
did demonstration of your good will and pa-

triotism. I cannot forbear to five eilru-io-
to my very high appreciation of the gracious
welcome you have given me here today and
the more than gracious words of commenda-
tion uttered by your president. Whatever the
the government of the Uuited States has been
able to accomplish since I last met you here
ha been because the hearts of the people
have been with the Kovcrnuient of the United
States. Our patriotism is neither sectional
nor sectarian. We may differ in our political
and religious beliefs, but we ajo united for
country. Loyalty to the government is our
national creed.

We follow, all of us, one flas. It symbolizes
our purposes and our aspirations: it repre-
sents what we believe and what we mean to
maintain, and, wherever it floats, it is the nag
of the free, the hope of the oppressed and,
wherever it is assailed, at any sacrifice it will
be carried to a triumphant peace.

We have more flags here than wo ever had
before. They are in evidenco everywhere. I
saw them carried by the little ones on your
lawn, and as long as they carry these flags in
their little hands there will be patriotism in
their hearts. That flag now floats from the
homes of the millions, even from our places of
worship; it is seen from our schoolhouses,
from the shops, the factories, the mining
towns, and it waves from the camp of the pi-
oneer in the distant outpost and on the lum
berman's hut in the dense forest. It is found
in the homo of the humblest toiler, and what
it represents is dear to his heart. Rebellion
may delay but it can never defeat its blessed
mission of liberty and humanity. Thank yon
again for this most cordial and gracious greet-
ing.

The. president spoke slowly and de-
liberately, in a moderate but earnest
tone. Only once nid he raise his voice,
wheu he said that the "flag, wherever
it is assailed, will be carried to a tri-
umphant peace." The cheering which
interrupted his speech at this point
faiily shook the roof, and he was un-
able to make himself heard for nearly a
minute.

At the close of the president's speech
tho audience joined in singing the "Star
Spangled Banner," and they sang it
with a will. Tho audience then formed
in line and filed across the stage and
shook hands with Mr. McKinley.

The president and Father Lavelle
then lelt tiie building and walked
arouud the grounds followed by the
crowd. After they had inspected the
grounds, tho president and Mr. Cortel-yo- u

United States advisory commission for
the Philippines, at the time of his mem-
orable tour.

Outbreaks are feared, particularly in
Cebu, where some of tho leading men
havo gone over to the insurrection.
Many of the wealtny inhabitants are
preparing to leavo the islands.

Senors Llorente and Melliza, supreme
court justices from Negros and Cebu,
have gone thither from Manila to nse
thoir influence against tho insurrection.

The results of the autonomist govern-
ment in Negros are disappointing. In-
surgent bauds are operating there, as
they did in Cuba, destroying much
plantation property, claims for which
are being presented.

PEISONEES BADLY TfiEATED.

Sa.n Fka.ncim-o- , Aug. ill. A local
paperfpublished a startling story from
the Philippines regarding Lieutenant
Gihnoro and the party from the York-tow- n,

who wero captured by the Filipi-
nos and who have been reported from
official sonrees-a- s being well cared for
aud well treated. It appeared that when
the Americans reached San lsidro tliey
fount! tho names of tho Yorktown men
and some other prisoners scratched on
the walls of the jail. Some letters
from the men wero found secreted un-
der stones, and a Spaniard, who had
beeu entrusted with several, presented
theui to General Ivwton.

The letters told of the hardships the
men wero coinpellod to suffer and
begged that aid bo sent thorn. The men
complained that thoy had been starved,
beaten nnrt bound, and, moreover, were
iu rags. Cue of tho letters, signed by
Albert Lowenshon, said that the Span-
iards had been treated very badly, worse
than the Americans, and that hundreds
were dyiug of dysentery and other dis-
eases, and that the government took no
notice of sickness provailing.

In his letter Lowenshon, who was
formerly of tho steamship Zealaudia.
gavo the list of prisoners held bv the

Colonel Kennon said that tho people
of Cuba were fast coming to the conclu-
sion that the interests of all .would be
best observ d by these people" accepting
Cuban citizenship and by Spaniards and
Cubans acting in harmony; and, while
they do not mix well at "present, the
feeling of irritation is wearing away.
